THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Seabrook  qualified  to 
vote  in  Town  affairs  : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town  on  Tuesday  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  next,  at  ten 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

Article  1.  To  elect  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman,  Asses- 
sor and  Trustee  of  the  Trust  Fund  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
Town  Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes,  three  Constables, 
Highway  Agent,  three  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  a  Chief  of 
Police  and  all  other  Town  Officials  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Article  2.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  for  the  expense  of  the  general  government,  for  the 
protection  of  persons  and  property,  for  health  and  sanitation, 
for  highways  and  bridges,  for  the  support  of  the  town  poor 
and  all  other  necessary  expenditures  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Article  3.  To  see- if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  and  to 
renew  and  refund  Town  notes. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee 
and  act  thereon. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  dis- 
count on  taxes. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town' will  vote 
to  raise  to  defray  the  expense  for  collecting  garbage  at 
Seabrook  Beach,  the  contract  to  be  awarded  by  the  Select- 
men. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 


Article  8.  To  raise  and  appropriate  for  advancement  of 
the  Town,  its  interests,  resources  and  natural  advantages, 
through  the  issliance  and  distribution  of  Publicity  Material 
and  to  assist  i  nthe  promotion  of  developments  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Town  in  co-operation  with  the  other  Towns  working 
together  in  the  S&acoast  Regional  Development  Associa- 
tion, the  sum  of  $84.00. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  $200.80,  the  state  to  contribute  $803.20,  for  Town  Road 
Aid. 

Article  10.  At  the  request  of  the  Governor  and  Council. 
To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  support  United  States  mem- 
bership in  a  general  system  of  international  cooperation, 
such  as  that  proposed  at  the  Dumbarton  Oaks  Conference, 
having  police  power  to  maintain  the  peace  of  the  world. 

Article  11.  Upon  petition  William  W.  Moore  and 
eighteen  legal  voters. 

To  see  what  action  the  To\vn  will  take  to  amend  Article  1, 
Sec.  A.  of  the  ordinance  now  in  effect  relating  to  clams  so 
that  said  Article  1,  Sec.  A.  shall  read  as  follows: 

In  order  to  protect,  propagate  and  conserve  the  clams 
within  the  limits  of  the  Town  of  Seabrook,  a  Commissioner 
is  hereby  granted  authority  to  determine  what  section  or 
sections  of  the  Clam  Flats  or  Creeks  shall  be  closed,  and 
the  Commissioner  may  from  time  to  time  ope'n  or  close  sec- 
tions of  the  flats  or  creeks.  On  closed  sections  the  Commis- 
sioner shall  cause  to  be  erected  such  notice  or  notices  as  he 
may  deem  sufficient,  ,and  no  person  shall  dig  or  take  any 
clams  from  any  flat  or  creek. 

The  Commissioner  to  be  appointed  annually  b}^  the  board 
of  Selectmen. 

Article  12.  Upon  petition  of  Gynan  D.  Dow  and  ten 
other  legal  voters. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  or- 
dinances relating-  to  taxicabs : 


(1)  No  person  shall  operate  a  taxicab  in  the  Town  of 
Seabrook  without  first  securing  a  license  therefor  from  the 
Selectmen,  the  annual  license  fee  shall  be  $25.00  and  all 
licenses  shall  expire  on  the  March  31st  following-  the  date  of 
issuance.  No  license  shall  be  issued  unless  and  until  the  ap- 
plicant furnishes  the  Selectmeri  with  proof  of  reasonable 
insurance  or  bond  for  the  protection  of  passengers  riding  in 
said  taxicabs.  No  license  shall  be  issued  except  to  a  bonafide 
resident  of  the  Town  of  Seabrook.  Any  person  operating- 
more  than  one  taxicab  must  secure  a  license  for  each  taxi- 
cab.  A  license  may  be  transferred  upon  recjuest  to  another 
taxicab  acquired  by  the  licensee  but  shall  not  be  transferable 
to  another  person.  The  license  must  be  carried  in  the  taxicab 
at  all  times. 

.(2)  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $25.00  to  inure  to  the 
use  of  the  Town. 

(3)  If  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid,  it  shall  not  invalidate  the  remaining  provisions 
thereof.' 

Article  13.  To  transact  all  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

Last  year  in  this  State  558  brush  and  forest  fires  burned 

over  4,648  acres  of  land,  of  which  2,788  acres  were  valuable 

timber 

and  young  growth.  With  available  manpower  the 

lowest  of  any  year  since  the  war  started,  you  can  help  to 

keep  this  loss  down  by  preventing  these  fires  from  starting. 

Keep  in  mind  these  simple  rules  : 

1. 

Always  get  a  permit  from  your  forest  fire  warden 

before  starting  any  fires  in  the  open.  Burning  under 

certain  conditions  is  permitted. 

2. 

Never  burn  unless  you  have  enough  help  to  control 

your  fire — a  permit  does  not  excuse  you  of  negli- 

gence in  case  it  gets  away. 

3. 

Always  report  any  uncontrolled  fire  promptly   to 

your  forest  fire  warden.  Minutes  lost  are  acres  lost. 

4. 

Be  especially  careful  with  cigarettes,  matches  and 

pipes.  Smokers  caused  most  of  our  fires. 

5. 

Never  leave  a  fire  unless  it  is  dead  out.  You  can't 

feel  safe  while  there  is  a  spark  left.
